professona services. No other professional corporation may issue any of its capita stock to
anyone other than an individua who is duly licensed or otherwise legdly authorized to render
the same specific professiona services as those for which the corporation was incorporated.
Notwithstanding the above limitations a professond corporation may issue its sock to a
partnership each of the partners of which isduly licensed or otherwise legally authorized to
render the same professiona services as those for which the corporation was incorporated.

It isfurther provided, as an additiond prerequisite for a corporation engaging in the practice of
the professions of architecture, professona engineering, land surveying, or certified landscape
architecture or any combination thereof, that such corporation shall secure a certificate of
authority, which may be renewable and may be either genera or limited, from the Board for
Architects, Professona Engineers, Land Surveyors, Certified Interior Designers and Landscape
Architects. Such certificate of authority shal be issued or renewed by the Board whenin its
discretion such corporation isin compliance with rules and regulations which shdl be
promulgated by the said Board consistent with its jurisdiction to provide adequate safeguards for
the public's hedlth, welfare and safety.
